Who are these promo- 
ters? Arethey four, six, or twenty? In what propor- 
tions was this £10,000 divided amongst them ? Were 
the shareholders aware, when they paid the deposit 
on shares in what they were told was a National un- 
dertaking, that merely a few speculating individuals, 
under the name of promoters,“ were organising it, 
not for the purpose of bona fide carrying on the at- 


tempt, but of realising £10,000 for their trouble? 


If any persons deserve the name of “ promoters,” 


the two secretaries who worked night and day, to 
further the interest of the Company, have the best 
claim to that ‘denomination. Had it not been for 
their incessant exertion, few shareholders would 
have been procured in Dublin; but, so far from ob- 
taining any moiety of this £10,000, the two secreta- 
ries were hurriedly dismissed by a directorate which 
insists that the shareholders should pass the ac- 
counts first, and examine them afterwards. 

In Mr. Lever's “ purchase-money,” and in a dou- 
ceur to “promoters,” £37,500 have disappeared. 
No: is this all: we have preliminary expenses, 
exclusive of promoters, £13,901. The “ expenses 
“of management,” law expenses, commission 
“ on loans,” and “ discounts,” come to £56,936. So 
that, quite irrespectively of any working expenses, 
we have £108,337 swallowed up bodily. Is it any 
wonder that the shares which a little while since 
were £6, were offered on Monday last for £2 each ? 
It is right to say that one Director, and but one, 
opposed the majority, and believed it was premature 
to propose the adoption of the report and the state- 
ment of the accounts until they were submitted to 
the minutest inquiry. Finding that his motion would 
not be submitted to, Dr. Gray resigned, notwith- 
standing a unanimous vote requesting him to con- 
tinue to hold his seat as a Director. There are 
altogether four Irish Direetors at the Board—Denis 
Kirwan, Esq., Alderman Lambert, Dr. Gray, and 
John Connolly, Esq. It is strange that no one of 
these gentlemen thought it incumbent on him to 
act in unison with Dr. Gray. 

As it is, half a million of money has been expended, 
some of it, at least, with very reckless extravagance ; 
and it is quite clear that if the shareholders do not 
insist upon a full examination of the accounts by 
competent auditors, and, if necessary, decide on 
taking the management into their own hands, the 
whole of the capital will melt away gradually, and 
nothing remain of a Company we all advocgted ex- 
cept a most unsatisfactory schedule of unexplained 
disbursements. 
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Tux District of Erris, in the County of Mayo, is 
known to many, from its description by the graphic 
pen of Cxsar Otway. The scenery is the wildest and 
most romantic the imagination could picture: giant 
mountains, wide tracts of bog, with lakes, loughs, 
and arms of the sea innumerable; while its rivers 
are “full” of charms for the angler. There is but 
little arable land in the district, and the trees are 
scarce and stunted. Few visit its recesses except the 
angler, the tourist, or the artist; and yet it is pre- 
cisely one of those places to which the visiter would 
gladly return. 

The last six months have been a dreary and hard 
time to the sixteen or seventeen thousand people who 
occupy Erris. The potato crop almost entirely failed; 
what oats and other crops they had were destroyed 
by successive storms during the last autumn; the 
severity of the winter and the searcity of fodder 
killed their cattle. Those who could scrape together 
the means of emigration are going to America or 
Australia; those who remain suffer severe privations; 
scantily clad, and living upon one meal a day—such 
ascan be had. They anticipate a return of the hor- 
rors of the Famine-year, or a lengthened sojourn in 
a workhouse, far from their homes. 

In this trial, the old landlords have done their 
duty. They at once forgave the people the half-year’, 
rent, and endeavoured to remedy the distress by other 
means. Finding, however, that they could not 
attempt to cope with the distress, they have me- 
morialled Lord Carlisle, entreating him to extend 
the benefit of out-door relief to the destitute land- 
holders, through means of a rate-in-aid, or by devis- 
ing some system of employment which would enable 
them to make a tillage, and weather the hard time” 
The landlords propose, by means of a subscription 
among themselves, to lend small sums to the pea- 
santry, and to provide them with seed. They have 
determined, also, to import some cargoes of meal 
for their respective tenants, as the only way of keep- 
ing the people alive until the potato crop comes 
round. As the landlords are ready to become jointly 
responsible to the Government for any moneys they 
might advance under the Land Improvement Act, 
we are sure that Lord Carlisle will readily grant 
the prayer of their memorial. 

The chief occupation of the Errisians, some twenty 
years since, was the distillation of poteen. The tra- 
veller saw, on almost every hill side, the light blue 
smoke rising from the still beside the burn. An 
active police has caused this branch of manufacture 
to disappear, and we cannot regret it; but no steps 
have hitherto been taken to supply the people with 
a more legitimate employment. Yet much might be 
done for Erris by a little judicious outlay. Among 
the numerous harbours on the coast which might 
be made the depots of fisheries, Beldergmore 
has everything to recommend it as an important 
fishing statióú. In the far West, the town of 
Belmullet is steadily improving, but much still 
remains to be accomplished. The town of Kil- 
lalao—so beautifully situated on a hill slop- 
ing down to the Atlantic—possesses the decay- 
ing palace of the Bishop of the see. Its har- 
bour is excellent, and only requires some aid and 
encouragement from Government. The town is in 
the hands of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, who 
drew upwards of £53,300 from the see lands last 
year, but allow a great portion of the tuwn to fall to 
ruin. The Encumbered Estates Act has operated 
most unfavourably for the peasantry. That Act 
removed most of the old proprietors, and brought 
in innumerable petty landlords, who wring the 
highest rent they can obtain from their unhappy 
tenantry, and eject them without mercy. Among 
the names of those who signed the memorial to his 
Excellency, we see those of all the old proprietors 
who still remain, but there is not a single name cf 
those who recently became landlords by purchase 
under the Estates Court attached to the petition. 
Should the prayer of this memorial, by any con- 
tingency, be rejected, we recommend that steps be 
taken to raise a public subscription. We cannot 
think, when Ireland is in general so prosperous, 


that the people of one of her outlying districts can 
be allowed to perish by famine.

11 * hardly be doubted that on the abolition of 
Church-rates we shall come either to pew-rents or to 
some other form of subscription, as may be found most 
convenient. Sir George Grey’s proposition is, that 
everybody possessing a seat in the church under the 
existing system—that is, either b faculty, prescription, 
or — Aris appropriatio pay for it, under a 


scale of charges to be fixed by the clergyman and church- 
wardens, with the approval of the ordinary. This would 
be the natural and r development of the existing 


law of pews under new circumstances. The fabric 
of the church and the maintenance of public worship 
must Gevolve on volun methods, which, as we have 
often shown, will be found much more liberal and much 
more convenient than — T7 rate. Pew-rents are 
the next phase of the Churc of England, as far as its 
It may be doubted, indeed, 
necessary to en a system of pew- 
rents upon a bill for the abolition of rates. hat 
system, whatever it may be, is sure to require amend- 
ment; and if we slate on the subject to-day, 
we shall have to legislate n to-morrow. The 
same system will not suit all churches. Meanwhile 
there is no harry. Our churches will not fall into ruin 
in a month, ora twelvemonth; nor does anybody expect 
that, under ordinary circumstances, they will ever fall 
into decay. So, at the cost of a little anxiety to the 
Churchman, we could afford to wait till we have looked 
about us and seen the working of the voluntary prin- 
ciple, It must be consi that the abolition of 
rates would merely put all the churches of the king- 
dom into the present case of some hundred parish 
churches. Inall these instances Church law remains; the 
law of pews remains unchanged; there are still faculty 
and prescriptive rights; the men and church war- 
dens may still have appropriate pews; in a word, the 
whole existing system remains, with the single excep- 
tion that the churchwardens cannot levy a Church-rate, 
but must raise money in some other way. Such is the 
actual case in all district churches, and in many parish 
churches; and on the passing of the bill now in Par- 
liament it would become the case of all. 
If it be not quite necessary, and if it argue a degree 
of distrust in the legitimate hold and natural resources 
of the Church, to insist on an immediate substitute for 
the rate; so, on the other hand, there can be little 
reason for objecting to it. Sir G. Grey proposes to 
take the law of pews and sittings as it is, and add to it 
a system of payments which would no more change 
the law than an authorised table of fees can be said to 
change the law affecting marriages, burials, and the other 
rites of the Church. According to the existing law, 
the minister and churchwardens are bound to find a 
seat for every parishioner frequenting the church, if a 
seatcan be found. The poorest man in the parish may 
demand a seat, and the best that can be spared for him, 
with due regam to the claims of others. Sir G. Grey does 
not propose to alter this law; he only @dds that 
if a parishioner wante to have a seat appropriated to 
his own special use, he must pay for it at a reasonable 
rate. Mr. Sotheron Estoourt, therefore, must either be 
ignorant of Church law or must mistake the proposi- 
- when he supposes that it will deprive the poor man 
of his seat, or make his case worse than it is now 
Poverty tells enough in the present state of things 
Ours is called, emphatically, the poor man's church ; 
but the poor man seldom has any other place in it than 
in or under the gallery, in the aisle, or in ifort- 
less corners. From th e will not be — ree 
any system. It will still continue the interest and 
equally the desire of the Church of England to secure 
the attendance of the poor in these churches, where 
otherwise there would be no cougregation. So we do 
not see the value of Mi. Sotheron Estcourt’s objection 
Mr. Walpole, too, must be at fault when he demurs 
to the words “exclusively appropriated,” as if there were 
no such thing as it implies. Then a sitting has been 
used by a parishioner for a considerable time, with or 
without the express concurrence of the clergyman and 
churchwardens, it becomes, by use alone, exclusively 
appropriated to that parishioner, insomuch that he can- 
not be displaced except for very reasons, and then 
not withoutan appeal to the ordinary, if it be pressed. 
For that exclusive appropriation it is but reasonable 
that even a poor man should pay a trifle ; and he will 
value his sitting and his church all the more. Poor 
men pay for their sittings in the meeting-houses, and 
they would willingly do the same in the church. If not, 
others will be found to pay for them. These are difficulties 
which will vanish as soon asthe Church is left to her 
own resources and to the affections of the people, which 
are her chief and last resource. It is because we think 
better of the Church's natural strength than some of 
her so-called advocates that we wish to see her rid of 
a decayed institution, as Church-rates are now proved 
to be. If neither Mr. Sotheron Estcourt nor Mr. 
Walpole are as much au fait on the law of pews as 
country gentlemen and good Churchmen usually are, Mr. 
Horsman is evidently in a still darker state. A clergy- 
man could no more levy an exorbitant rent tor s sitting 
than he could demand a hundred guinea tee for a 
burial. The law of the Church, like all other laws, is 
founded on common sense, and guarded by the usual 
securities, which would apply to Sir G. Grey's scheme 
of pew-rents just as they do now to the administration 
of the Church ordinances and the ſces payable tor them.

The limited owner of an 
estate has, by means of an agent, to give notice to his 
successor, and, after having so done, the chairman 
would have the power of granting what he called a 
charging order. Money borrowed under this order 
would be charged as an annuity on the estate, payable 
for 25 years, at the rate of 7)d annually for each hun- 
dred pounds. With respect to the tenant under lease, 
they ig — to extend the existing law by giving the 
power of granting improvement leases, and to grant that 
power to corporate bodies, This lease would facilitate 
drainage, making fences and roads, and building farm 
houses. They proposed that improvement leases might 
be granted, with the sanction of the chairman of the conn- 
ty for 40 years, and building leases with the sanction 
of the Estates Court, if the land was beyond three acres, 
and if less, with the sanction of the chairman of the 
county. There remained the most difficult part of the 
question—that of the tenant holding without lease. He 


stated at the outset what they could not do. He 
could not give retrospective compensation. His 
bill was simply prospective. He entreated those 


who thought that retrospective compensation could 
be afforded, to regard the history of such attempts, 
which had always failed to ain the sanction 
of the House, and urged them not to sacrifice what was 
practicable for what was impracticable ; nor could he 
believe thaí a measure would be successful without 
giving the landlord the power of objecting to improve- 
mente, if he did not believe that they would not ensure 
the tenant compensation for his improvements.

To those who ex}4@ ed 
fixity of tenure, he could hold out no realisation «ft selr 
hopes, reminding them that all efforts of this kind had 
uniformly failed.

DUBLIN PROTESTANT ASSOCIATION. 

A lecture was delivered last evening, in the Metro- 
ian Hall, by the Rev. 8. G. Potter, Incumbent of 
tratford-on-Slaney, to a very numerous and attentive 
audience. The subject selected was—England’s Past 

Greatness, Present Security, and Future Glory. 
Tuomas H. Tuomrson, Esq., was called to the chair. 
The proceedings having been opened with prayer, 
the Rev. Lecturer came forward, and was received with 
loud cheers, and repeated rounds of the Kentish fire, 
which lasted some minutes. He commenced his dis- 
course by referring to the early history of Britain. To 
the Tyrian merchants he sald, its inhabitants were 
known only as painted savages and cannibals, somewhat 
like the inhabitants of Otaheite and of the islands of 
the South Pacific in our time. After these the Romans 
arrived amongst them and held possession of the coun- 
try for some ages, but they left little trace of their pre- 
sence. They left behind them neither their language 
nor any of those glorious works which they erected in 
other climes not one of those great monuments which 
may still be seen in other countries, and which 
appear destined to last to the end of time. The 
fact was, that Rome thought little about Britain, 
and though it was the last of her conquests, she 
flung her away as soon as the pressure of the Nor- 
thern barbarians came upon her. After the 
Romans came the Saxons, Danes, and Normans, all 
branches of the Teutonic family. The history of all 
these people, especially of the two first, was very obscure 
and uncertain. They left few authentic records, and 
their his „in fact, was principally made up of fae- 
tious and bloody contests, and of the execution of penal 
laws against the original Celtic and conquered race. 
Under the Normans, however, the hi of England 
was more complete and authentic, but still it was im- 
possible to trace satisfactorily in the early history of 
those people the development of the germ of liberty 
which always lay in the Saxon mind. But there was one 
striking peculiarity about the English pation, and which 
could not be said of any other—namely, that in every step 
ofits progress the present was bound up with the hoary 
and venerable past, and in all the great and glorious 

facts of to-day there might be found a precedent in 
gone by. This fact was true, not only as — the 
political transactions of the English nation some cen- 
turies ago, but even so late as the time of George IIL, 
for when it was determined to appoint a Regency, the 
two Houses of Parliament were not satisfied to sanction 
such a thing, however necessary, without looking for a 
recedent, even in the remote history of the nation. 
‘or 150 years after the Norman Conquest there was 
little which could be truly called English history. He 
would therefore select that period in the first instance, 
as illustrating his discourse better than any previous 
one. It was at that period—that is to say, in the reign 
of Henry II.—that the first great achievement 
took place which laid the foundation of the liberties 
of England, which made England the palladium of 
freedom, the asylum of the oppressed, and the home 
of the wretched, beneath whose shelter the exile 
might seek protection from the despot s rage. The fact 
to which he alluded was the struggle which took 
place in the time of Henry II., between the power of 
the State and the power of the Church ; a struggle 
which was to decide whether the canon law, 
which had existed in England for a long time pre- 
viously, was to prevail against the law of England or 
not. This remarkable contest was brought about by the 
fact, that within the space of a few years more than 
100 murders had been committed, and from the influ- 
ence of the Churca not one of the perpetrators could be 
brought to justice. The monarch, although by no 
means an anti-Papal monarch was determined to put 
an end to this state of things, and fomthis purpose he 
made Thomas A'Becket the primate of the kingdom. 
That prelate, however, instead of aiding the king to 
punish criminals by the enforcement of the law of the 
land, still maintained the influence of the canon law, 
by which it was frustrated. It so happened, 
however, that among the criminals of those times was 
a priest who dishonoured a lady. Her father demanded 
that he should be tried by the civil law, and, while 
making the demand, was murdered. The king then 


persisted in having the “surpliced ruffian” tried 
by the civil law, but the primate refused to 
allow the latter to take precedence of the 
canon law, and would not permit the culprit 


to be punished as he deserved. This occurrence 
brought matters to a crisis, which resulted in the cele 
brated Constitutions of Clarendon, by which, in effect, 
the canon law was repealed in England. The next great 
fact in English history which showed the determination 
ofthe people to obtain their national liberties—or, in 
other words, to develope the germ of liberty which was 
alwavs in the English bosom—was the obtainment of 
Magna Charta, Up tu the time of King John, in which 
this was granted, the monarchs of England were Nor- 
mans. They exercised great influence in France they 
spent much of their time there; and they clevated 
Frenchmen as much as possible to places of 
wealth and rower. But, in the reign of this monarch, Nor- 
mandy was lot to Én; lin’, aid t! a! was a most fortunate 
O-currence ; for, from that time, the English became 
an insular power they became insular in politics, 
insular in mental development, and insular in 
manners. This wasa wonderful fact, as bearing upon the 
future of the nation; for, by being insular, the English 
became a naval people, and laid the foundation of that 

commercial supremacy which they afterwards attained, 
and which they still preserve. When the nation, too, 
became insular, the several discordant elements of which 
it was composed melted down into one mass. The 
Celts, the Saxons, and the Normans became one people, 
because they knew that their only security depended in 
so doing. England, at the present day, was 100 years 

before Ireland, but he hoped that the same law which 
operated there in making one people would ultimately 

prevail here. Under Divine Providence he expected 
that the Celt and Saxon would yet be amalgamated 
in Ireland as one race, and that, having one 
common faith and hope, she would become a great na- 
tion—the right arm of England and the glory of the Em- 
pire. The rev. lecturer then dwelt upon the principles 
of English law, and showed how much they were con- 
ducive to the liberty and security of the subject. He 
also slightly alluded to that period of English his. 
tory when the Reformation was 2 ms and showed how 
great an influence it produced upon the English mind by 
emancipating it from the thraidom with which it had 
been gi bound. It was unnecessary, however, 
he said, to dwell upon this great historical fact, as all his 
hearers were acquainted with it. But, during the Re 
formation, the tree of liberty, which up to that time was 
only a plant, was watered by the blood and tears of 
martyrs, and under the influence of that spiritual dew 
it shot up from being a plant, and spread its 
branches into such vast and gigantic proportions 
that the inhabitants of the whole world now 
found beneath them rest and peace and blessing. 
If they contrasted the political and social condition 
of the other nations of Europe with that of England, 
they would find that in none of them existed that tree- 
dom of thought and action that existed there. The 
lecturer then passed to the second division of his sub- 
ject—namely, the present security of England. He said 
that, notwithstanding her past and present greatness, 
there wasa probability that, like the other nations 
which preceded her, her glory would be diminished for 
atime. She had, in his opinion, a dark period before 
her, and that would be brought about by her own acts. 
The first step in her temporary decadence was in 1815, 
when Napoleon, who, alth@ugh like another Atilla, was 
the scourge of (od to the several nations, was still an 
instrument in the Divine hands for the destruction of the 


Papacy. Napoleon would have destroyed the 
Papacy. And who prevented him? Why, Eng 


land—England, ungrateful to her God, and who, 
when the Pope was, as it were, chained upon a 
rock and helpless, forced him back into the so-called 
chair of St. Peter, and on thethrone of his predecessors. 
The next fatal step was taken in 1829, when the so- 
called Emancipation Act was passed. Since that time 
the Roman Catholics were gradually working out their 
policy, by sucking the blood of the Constitution, and 
seeking to bind, not only the hands, but the souls of free- 
men. The next fatal movement was made in 1845, 
when Maynooth College was put upon the Consolidated 
Fund, and when it was made a Royal College for the 
education of missionaries who were to disseminate, 
at home and abroad, their pernicious doctrines, 
and to subvert those libert which it took 
centuries to establish. Next in order came the 
spoliation of the Church, in the shape of the sup- 
pression of rics and the ministers’ money; 
and, worse than all, by the sanction of the Govern- 
ment, the Bible itself was publicly disregarded, and 
treated with less attention than a commen school 
book. ‘The lecturer then proceeded to the last division 
of hid subject, and contended that the only security 
for the future depended upon the English Govern- 
ment retracing their steps, returning to the old 
paths which they had forsaken, and adopting their old 
principle. They should give their whole moral sup- 
to the mi cause. They should not be guided 
what was called expediency, but stand upon 
convictions of truth and right. And, although the 
of England had been obscured, and might con- 
tinue to be obscured for atime, he had no fears for her 
destiny.

might mention that they had been offered £200,000 for 
the line and contract, but they had no power to seal it. 
Of the course the only object of these was to 
make money by the line, and he hoped believed they 
likewise would mak As a set-off against 
the loss incurred, there was the increased value of the 
four ships since the order for their cogstruction was 
given, which was calculated to be little less than 
£100,000. They expected that these vessels would unite 
this country with the United States even in a shorter 
time than the Prince Albert, which conveyed the 
Queen's speech to Washington in less than six days, 
and the President's to London in the same 
time. He believed that their interests were identical 
with those of the London and North Western Company 
and the Midland Great Western of Ireland, and he 
hoped they would have the support of both those 
companies. They could hardly expect a dividend on 
that occasion, under the circumstances in which the 
company was formed, but he trusted when they met 
„ that he would be able to announce a dividend. 
(Hear, hear.) 

The Rev. Mr. Daly, of Galway, seconded the motion. 

Mr. Lever, M.P., said that when he went into this 
project he did so for the purpose of making money, 
but he never expected to meet the difficulties by which 
he was subsequently surrounded. He not only invested 
his own money in it, but he advised all his friends to do 
the same, believing the line to be a first-class one. He 
had been offered £10,000 for himself and £200,000 for 
the line and contract.

He hoped that 
next year they would be able to speak to them of a 
dividend.

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HEALTH OF LONDON.

The mortality of London, which, from 1.357 deaths 
in the first week of the current month, rose to 1.543 in 
the following week, made a further advance in the 
week that ended last Saturday, in which the number 
was 1.611. la the ten years the average

A reference to the lists of fatal diseases in the last three 
weeks will bear out that which will de the most ready 
conjecture regarding so greatan increase—that it haa 
arisen from the unseasonable nature of the weather, In 
the periods mentioned the deaths from pulmonary dis - 
eases, exclusive of phthisis,were successively 387, 450, and 
485 ; those from hooping-cough, which stand in the 
aymotic class, were 42, 45, and 62 ; those from phthisis 
or consumption, were 153, 171, aud 167. The deaths 
from bronchitis rose to 284 last week, of which 94, al. 
most entirely among infants, occurred to persons under 
30 years of age la in the period 20-40 years , 45 a) 
40-60 years; 103 at 60-80 years; 19 at 80 years of 
age and upwards. The deaths from bronchitis were 
more numerous last week by 135 than they would have 
been if the mortality from this disease had not ex - 
ceeded the corrected average. Pneumonia, or in-
